SUBJECCT: Technical Analysis of Letter and Envelope - 
DB CASE 74361 

REFERENCE: Wk/2 Maemo dated 13 December 1963 


1. In response to referenced request, an original typevritten 
letter and enveloye addressed to the American Embassy, Stockhols, 
were examined in order to determine the origin of the letter and the 
nationality of the writer. 


2. The following ccnclusions were draw concerning the letter 
and envelope: 


: a. The typewriter in question is equipped with an obsolete 
1 style of German-made type which, according to our references, was 
: fitted on a number of typewriters made in Germany during the 1920s 
A and early 19308. ‘The possible mexes would be Stoewer, Toryedo, } 
Mercedes, Rheinmmetall, Urania, Orga, Fortuna, Continental, Kappel, ' 
H Green, Triumph, Merz and ;ossibly tame others.- Of these-~makes, - 
the Torpedo, Hercedes, Rheinmete]1 and Triumph were probatly the 
most Widely distributed. 


' be. The machine in question is equipped with a black and red 

, ritton. The keyboard is very probably Swedish, as shown ty two 
strike-overs: walaut-u for hyphen and "2" for “a”. These 

i characters are adjacent on the standard Swedish keyboard, but not 

: . on the German. ‘The umlaut-a was not used in the street address, 

hee cg ht : "Strendvagen” (where the dots should have been placed over the 

; Second "a"). This might be either a simple oversight or an attempt 
to conceal the writer's familiarity with the correct spelling. 


Ce The paper of the letter is of the international standard 

(DIE) size "A4” which ie almost universally used in Sweden. ‘the : 

: linen-textured stationery seems to be rather common in Sweden. :

f£. The postage is correct for Svedish internal mail and the 
postage stamp is of current issue. 


@ <A pessible irregulerity is the time lag tetween the internal 
dnte of the letter, the date of the postmark and the date of receipt 
ip the American imbassy. The total time from the interrel date of 
the Ictter to the time of receipt is eight days, tae time betwen 
the date of posting and the date of recei;t is more than three days. 
This transit tims of more than three days for intra-city mail appears 
irregular when compared with the average transit tine of only two-. 
three days for arrival betveen Stockholm end the United States. 


3. The text of the letter warrants some comments because a mesber 
of peculiarities were noted - aside from jure spelling or typing errors - 
which seem to indicate a Svedish writer. The folloving words represent 
‘either Swedien spelling or modification: "reserv”, “etabiiened”, “nurded”, - 
"Krustjev". Other examples of Swedish grammar and cyntax would be: 
“mst” (as past tense), ‘in Sowlet” (Svedish form but not spelling), 
"ne wos syy” (without indefinite article), “FBI, USA" (vithout definite : 
article), "should" (rather than “would"), “outsmiggled” (Svedtsh past : 
participle form); and-“vnole the worla”-{pure: Swedish fsra}. : 


4. Another significant detail is the vame given, “Ryo Liang Yuan”. 
"Ryo" is not a standard spelling in any known Romanization system wed i 
for Chinese. "R" is seen in the new Chinese Communist rational system, 
but never in combination with "yo". “Ryo” is a Japanese spelling. In 
the name given it is not known whether the Chinese or Western presen- 
tation is used, in other words, whether “Ryo” or “Yuan” is meant to be 
the surname. Among Chiness syliables which could be re;zresented by the 
Japaneses "Ryo” are Lizo, Liang and lung. Of these Lung (1C:7893) and 
Iiang (TC:2733) are used as surnames. In either case, “Ryo” is hardly 
@ name by which a real Chinese would identify himself. : 


5. In cwmery, and based on the above information, it is concluded ; 
that the letter vas transmitted via normal Swedish postal channels. The i 
aes letter is probably a “crank letter”, most likely urittea by a Swede, 
using e Swedish-keyboard typewriter and Swedish stationery.

SUBJECT: Technical Analysis of Letter and Envelope 


1. Attached is a letter mailed to the Anerican Embassy in 
Stockholm purportedly from-an officer in the Chinese Communist 
Enoassy in Stockholm. Also included is the envelope and a »lain 
folded sheet of ‘paper which presuzaoly was used to enyold tne 
letser within the envelorpe.- Please perform a technical analysis” 
of these attachments to determine whatever can be deterrined 
concerning the origin of the paver, envelope, typewriter, and 
inx used. If you have any capability for comparing this letter 
with other correspondence originating with the Chinese Co:ccunist 
Embassy in Stockholm, we would lixe your opinion on whether or 
not the stationery, typewriter, and envelope are of the type 
normally used by that Embassy. 


2. Because of the sensational nature of the contents of 
the letter and the necessity ror our checking out such alleza- 
tions as quickly and thoroughly as possible, it is requested 
that this technical analysis be undertaken on a priority basis 
and that the undersigned by notified by phone 85 500N a6 any | 
conclusions are reached. : 


3. Please acknowledge the receipt of the attached letter 
and ensure that its whereabouts, when in your custody, is a 
matter of record. We prefer.that the letter and envelope de 
kept as intact as possible while undergoing technical analysis. 
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The Fresident of the United States of america, Jonn ? xennedy was 
a assassinated by Lee H Oswald by direct order of the governzent of 
the Peoples Republic of China. Lee H Oswald executed the act alone 
but there was helpers and reserv. "Now all is over" was password 
to his customers, Oswald was’a fully convinced Cormunist but he 
must assassinate Kennedy. We etablised contact with Oswald already 
when he was in Sowiet but then to try to get him as a spy for China, 
Later he was spy for us. When Lee H Oswald had returned fo USA we 
coutacted hin anew uod freshened ue his mina “you have veea & Bpy 
for us" and told him what could happen to him if FBI got informed.
